1. The referenced memorandum relates to certain internal 
security problems which are posed by NSC 123 and the proposed 
revision thereto. The specific problems result from the provisions 
of NSC 123 which contemplate that certain aliens will be brought 
into the United States in the event of an emergency. The Attorney 
General's comments relate to the impact of such a program on the 
Department of Justice. 

2. There is transmitted herewith a proposed interim reply,, 
to the Attorney General's memorandum. It advises that a further 
study of the matter is being made and that as a result of that 
study and certain conferences a reply to his memorandum will be 
forthcoming. 

3. It is recommended that the attached letter to the 
Honorable Herbert Brownell, Jr., be signed and dispatched. It 
is requested that the Attorney General's letter be returned 

to DDP/PPC for further action.
